. A very strong movement was organized in Europe to obtain 
his freedom and up to this day more than 11,000 signatures have 
been sent to the ■ President of Uruguay on his behalf. I have - v 
been asked by the French committee to make this information 
available to people in the United States. Knowing your concern 
for the arts and artists, your support would be very valuable. 

I am sending you some information on this pianist and a 
translation of ah interview which took place in Mexico a few 
days before he was arrested in Uruguay.
